At the Mating the results of the ineffectual Communist Party policy adopted in 
the past wore fuxly brought tc light. It is evident that there is not only a lack 
of eooperaticn omeng the Cormunlst Partita or the various nations, but also, because 
the Communist Parties have all gone about their individual ways, protecting the 
interests o. the capitalists in ifcoir own country, they have come into keen 
opposition with one another- For example, the French Communists ignored the 
declaration of the Soviet Government and voiced their support of the French 
imperialists claims to the Ruhr, Saar, Rhine and other territories, which action

But how and hy whom were these mistakes made? If the dissolution of tha Third

In order to clarify these questions, 
we must review the past history of the Third International 

The Third International was established in 1919 in order to replace the Second Inter- 

inH R b 1 ’.

°T ,° alali3c ; toticle I of the Regulations of the Third International as promulgated 
at the second Comintern Congress in 1920 stated that "the purpose of establishing 
the International Labor Union Is to call on the proletariat in the various countries 
to unite and i;or,; .or e common goal, l.e., the overthrow of capitalism and the 
soisure of political power, thereby hastening the establishment of an » Inter national 
Soviet Republic 1 This is in ccrplete compliance with the aims as set down in the 
Corrunist Manifesto by Karl Karx and Friedrich Enfels * The ‘Manifesto* acknowledged 
tue fret t..at “laborers have no mother country* and urped the proletariat the world 
ever to unito. The four congresses of the Cor.ir.tern - 1919 to 1922 - all displayed 
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to the full** auch a aplrit . But nfUr 1922, «h*n Unin hecana T«ry ill, tha 
bureaucrat*, as represented by Staliu, gradually cam into power* This was 
caused partly by a depression in the Soviet econotry and a deterioration of the 
world revolutionary movement which gradually isolated tha Soviet Union from the 
rest of the world 

In the autumn of 1924 Stalin proposed the conservative doctrine of "one nation 

1 *1 la onoaiticn to Unin 1 * "revolutionary internationalism" Since then, 
Stalin's foreign policy has changed from one of world revolution to that of 
maintaining the status quo Between 1925 and 1927 Stalin ordered the Chines* 
Cormunista to cooperate with the capitalists and disapproved the organisation of 
V M J! M 3ovi !r t at th * tir « cf * political coup d'etat in China. This reversal 
of Policy resultod in the failure of the revolution in China. At the sane tine, 
jtnlin also joined forces with the "yellow" labor leaders in Great Britain and 
organized an Anglo-Soviet Corritiee, Which successfully put an ej *3 to the general 
labor strike* Following t! Is event, Stalin changed his extreme rightist tactics 
to extreme leftist by inventing such foolish terns as the "Third Period" and the 
"Social Fascists". On the eve of Hitler’s cosing to power, Stalin refused to 
cooperate with the Social Democratic Party in organising an anti-fascist united 
iront* And at tha tine when hitler was attempting to usurp the power in Germany, 
Stalin erdored the German Communists to withdraw without a fight. Thus, the German 
r !T C £? U £ n °** 1933 ** iich at * bowed Croat promise was brought to an untimely 

end by the Kremlin. Immediately aftur the failure of the revolutirns in China and 
Gurirany, Japan rose from the Unt and Hitler from the .Test, War was threatening 
and Moscow had to make another abcut-fOce and turn to Great Britain, France and 
the United States, for aid Stalin requested the imperialists to establish a 
"Peace Front" and a "Popular Front" and also asked remission to join the "League 
of Nations", an organization of the imperialists for the division of the spoils 
of war. All these tactics of Stalin, however, only served to further the war aims 
of the imperialists and assist the Fascists in their propaganda activities to 
neutralize the effects of the labor movements. Thus, after the "Popular Front" 
had rut an end to the sit-down strike in France in 1936 and had helped put down 
’the revolt in Spain, Stalin discovered that Hitler was ready for war- At once Stalin 
turned to Hitler and signed the Nasi -Soviet Pact. The partition of Poland followed, 
setting off the Second florid 7.' or* But the Pact did not prevent the Soviet Union 
from being attacked by Germany. flhen the Nazi-Soviet Pact had been abandoned, 

Stalin once more turned to the imperialists for aid* He also summoned the working 
classes in the imperialistic countries to "rise and give their undying support to 
the war effort and to the protection of their mother country". He even went so 
far as to urge the people in the colonics to stop their struggle for racial equality 
and derrocratic freedom. In order to win the confidence of the so-called ^democratic" 
imperialists and show that he had completely abandoned his plan for a world social 
revolution, Stalin, in Kay 1943, officially announced the "dissolution" of the 
Comintern. 

The foreign policy of the master in Krerlin Square continued from bad to worse, 
dragging the Soviet Union nearer one? nearer to disaster. At the 3 ar» time, the 
Communist International had ceased tc be tfcu nerve-center cf the world proletariat 
ant, had become merely a diplomatic tool of Stalin. The changes in the foreign 
policy of the Kremlin led the Communist parties in the various countries tc change 
their policies too. Under the control of Stalin, the history of the Third Inter 
national became one of endless calamities for the working clashes of the world 
Consequently , the Third International could no longer assist in effecting a 
revolution of the working classes all over the world. 

fu eil mj^ Bolsheviks were not without a guardian For the same reason 

the Third International waa set up to replace the corrupt Second International, 
the Fourth International was organized to replace the deteriorating Third International 
and carry out faithfully the first article of the Regulations of the Third Inters 
national This "new" International was officially founded in 1938 by Trotsky, a 
co-workcr of Lenin and one cf the two great leaders in the October Revolution, 

Trotsky was a staunch surrorter of the original principles of +he Bolsheviks and was 
one of the first to point out the fallacies of the foreign and domestic policies as 
advocated by the Soviet bureaucrats * Further, he vas fearless in expressing his 
own opinions on the matter and, during the early period when the Leftist oppositionists 
??ere in rower, Trotsky issued the following warnings "The bureaucrats of the Soviet 
Union," he said, "are determined to convert the Third International from a means of 
effecting world revolution Into an instrument of their foreign policy" In an 
article vnritten in 1938 and entitled "New Advice", Trotsky analyzed the nature of 
and predicted the future of the Third International, when hfc wrote the followings 
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n Th« Third International la able to continue it« existence because it is 
s upf or ted , on the one band , by the Xre&lln and , on the other , by the seme group 
that •uppcrts the Social Democratic Party - the imperialist# * Tha number of 
Conmunleta who have joined the renkt of the lower propertied-class by working 
in coternaent organiaations, labor unions, Btati and municipal council#, etc* 
has Inc rea a«d during the recent year# Their dependency on the imperialists in 
their respective countries has thus greatly betn increased and has caused them 
to become lcem dependent on the Kremlin. Ten years ego we predicted th~t the 
theory of "One Nation Socialism" mould inevitably result in ao increased tendency 
towards racialism among tlw various nations of tha Communist International This 
prediction has turned out to be true, Today, we can confidently predict the 
ueginn; 5r^ of a new era^ The growth of racialism will continue among the member 
nations of the Communist International, each nation trying to carry out its own 
nationalistic policies independently of tha other nations. Because of the facts 
mentioned above and because of the fear of losing her imperialist ic friends, 
l/cscow will eventually try to dissolve the Communist International'" 

These few statements of Trotsky not only* predicted the official dissolution of 
the Communist Inter national (Corintern) by 3talin, « which did occur five years 
after those statertntc trore made, - but also the friction that would develop and 
did develop among the Cormunist Parties in the vorirus ccun'rlos after the 
" dissolution w » The "dissolution" cf the Co-runist International arxi thu: friction 
among the Communist Portico all originated from the same cause, I„l. , the 
intensification of racialism among thv Conrunist Partite in the varicua countries, 
which in turn was caused by the abandonovnt cf the r volutionary internationalism 
V; Stalir. and his adoption of the principle of "One Wwticn Socialism" . 

The "disacluticn" of the Third Internaticrel was only the internment of an already 
"decaying eorpae" . The genuine ideologies of Carrunisns and internationalism were 
entirely lost from the ti~e Stalin turned Communism into an instrument for 
realizing Ms own ambitions. Fr«r than on the Third International did more harm 
than good for tha revolution of the proletariat, having become raraly an 
instrument of the Kremlin in its attempt to protect itself* The reason 
Roosevelt wanted the Third International dissolved at that time was that it was 
the instrument of the Kremlin* Today the United States is conti ru^g its policy 
of isolating the Soviet Union from the r,st of the world: to counteract this, 
the Sovivt3 have organized the Cominforn of the Nine European countries* Stalin 
wanted to revive hia former "instrument" in the shape of the Cominform. Mew, if 
the United States wtre to exert extrema pressure cn Jtoscow, Stalin would make his 
"instrument" more "leftist", thus creating an effective counteracting influence 
On no condition has Stalin any intention of reviving the revolutionary spirit of 
internationalism and aiding the socialistic movements In the various parts pf the 
world Th5s point was confirmed by th* report cn the conference of the Nine 
European countries. In the declaration at this conference, the duties cf the 
Communist. in the various countries ware confined only to the following* 

"To figit for racial freedom and the sovereign integrity of one s s own 
country and to lead the people in resisting aggression and opposing the 
Ir;er1ali3ts in their progrsm of expansion" 

Article 1 of the Regulations of the Third International was mentioned neither In 
this dec Inrat * c n nor in any other dec la ration. Although the Third International 
i.as rtiwUmcd partial operatic n, the capitalist': anti imperialists the world over have 
riser, in fear and attacked it vehemently. All this forced Italin quickly to deny 
the- fact that t >« Ccr.inform is the successor of the Cormunist Inter national. On 
14 Cctobcr 1947, Stalin made the fcllaring statement to the 'rebel" members of the 
Later Party of the British Parliament* 

"Tha eat. **>1 intent of tha Cominform of the Comunloi Party is definitely 
not the revival of the Communist International, and shall in no way change 
Soviet Russia* a de3ire to improve relations with the United States and 
Great Britain " 

In order to convince the people further, Stalin was quoted as saying - according 
to a U, P. dispatch of 23 October 1947 - that "the duties of the Communist Inter- 
nal! rnal wort* +o create closer ties between the laborers of the various countries 
and to t*ach them leadership. At present, however, the world situation is entirely 
different. TP*" Communist Parties of most countries have already become the powerful 
representatives of the people, have gr*at responsibilities and include in their 
ranks many able, experienced leaders . Hence, there is no need now for setting up 
a new Communist International to lead those Communist Parties" This statement 
certains the most audacious and contradictory lies ever told* Following are the 
reasons? 

1 Early in 1848, Karl Marx and Friedrich Engels had already advocated the need 
for an International organization for th« werkinr class, It was only natural that,. 
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aino« the capitalist group was dominating the world, the working class In the 
various countries should unite and overthrow this group and replace it with a 
socialistic society. Thus, with *uch alegar* as "Laborers have no ©other country" 
and "Let the proletariat throughout the world unite'*, the First International was 
born. The Second International was set up immediately after the failure of tha 
First International, but this slso did not last long, Lenin founded the Third 
Inter national because the Second International had abandoned internationalism for 
nationalism. After the October Revolution the proclamation in connection with 
tfco "Rights of the torking Class and ftoae Who Had Been Victimized by the 
Capitalists" clearly stated that "the aim of our new folitical order i a to 
organise a socialistic society based on the principles of Socialism azrJ to establish 
it rapidly throughout the world" ffh*n Stalin «• inr-lif ied" the airs of the 
Communist International, be was merely trying to ccvwr up his betrayal of the 
princijles of Lenin,. 

2 The Cominform, which was recently organized by the Nine European Nations^ has 
openly acknowledged that "th^e was a lack of cooperation among the Communist Parties 
In tho various countries' 1 And yet Stalin had the audacity to state that "there is 
no need now of setting ur a new Communist International" to bring about closer ties 
betrecn the- Communist Parties in the various countries. Hhat an utter contradiction!* 
3r At the conference of the Hire European Nations it was decided that "The 
Corinform shall assume the reopens ibilit.y of reculatirc the activities of the 
Coraunist Parties in the various countries whenever it io thought necessary" „ 

This is an evidence of tho existence of friction aircrg the Cocrunist Parties in 
the various countries because of tho increased tendency towards racialism among the 
members of the Communist Parties, The Cwrinform was established to remedy this 
situation* By serving as the haadquarters of all the Communist Parties, it will 
issue orders, and direct and control all party activities. In a published 
declaration, tho Comlnfcrn has vehemently attacked American imperialierc and called 
upon the Communists in the various countries to rise and fight against the invasion 
of tho imperialists . The Ccminfcr® will also be the nerve center of the Communists 
in their fight against the capitalist countries of thv world, led by the United 
States, now trying tc isolate the Soviet Unicn- 

In the past, Stalin has had complete control over the Third Internaticnal c ordering 
the Communists in the varirus countries to obey him implicitly and to serve him as 
hia obedient servants « On no account has Stalin allowed their to have any freedom 
Today ; while he is trying to convince the world that he never did such a thing; 
be is still continuing such a practice by controlling the Cooiuform in the following 
ways: (l) The Headquarters of the Cominforin is in Yugoslavia, a country under the 
control of the Kremlin, and (2) the Cominform conference was conducted by Zhdanov 
and Malenkov, two prominent figures in the Soviet Communist Party who are thought 
most likely +o succeed Stalin* The increased tendency towards non-cooper st ion among 
the Corainints in the varioia countries only served tc show all the mere why Stalin 
urgently insisted upon the establishment of the Cominform, and did not In the 
least prove that Stalin had abandoned Ms plan of control] ing the Cotrominicts- 
4 If the Communist Parties in most countries have already become "powerful" 
and capable of independent, leadership, as ftalin has boasted, then there would be 
a stronger reason, and a much easier way for these Communist larti^c to seize the 
political rower, overthrow the capitalist® and set ur a proletariat forr of govern- 
ment In their respective countries. But tiis i3 far from being the case 0 Today 
the Krorclin is confining the activities of the Cormur.lsts in the varicus countries 
to cooperation with the capitalists. The Communists* greatest he pc i 3 to participate 
In a united government, and they dare not propone any changes in the preperty- 
ountrship system nor bring up ary clas^ issues. In other words, a "ntx democracy" , 
a modified form of the ideal, lo being substituted for Socialism. Such anti- 
revolutionary policies of the Krerlin have resulted in the dying down of all post-war 
revolutionary movements, and in the failure of the Cormunistn tc take advantage of 
favorable situations to furtl.or their end3, thus giving Fascism a chance to revive 
again. Further, such policies have made it possible for Soviet Russia to be destroyed 
by the Atomic Bomb of the United States. Therefore, In the face of such a crisis, 
the Soviet Unirn should he calling on all the working classes in the world to wake 
up and unite, Put instead she is boasting that "the Communist Parties of most 
countries" are very "powerful" and do no+ need any "lender ship*., How foolish and 
ridiculous this really is !’ Further, which countries did Stalin mean by the so-called 
"mo3t countries"? And is it still necessary to establish a "Communist International" 
in order to lead the Communist Parties in these other countries where the Communists 
are not 30 "powerful"? If it is not necessary, then the Third International need 
never have been established ,

Is not this evidence enouch to prove that the Ttird International is only a tool 
to be used by Stalin in Ms political aechinaUcnet Today, Stalin has not onl” 
broken away from the tradition set by Unit, but has also bocooe incapable of 
understands the past teaetincs of Unin. Stalin's poUcUa durinr the rast 
tventy years broupht about one disoater after another, resultinr finally in the 
invasion cf Russian territory by the Geraac Arn$-*, It was only through the 
heroic reeistance or the Russian workers and peasants that the Soviet Union was 
saved. But in a twinkle , the eMl and absolute power of bureaucrat is b has once 
^oviot Russia tc the threshold of another war - an Atomic War with 
tm United States. Soviet Russia can he saved from total destruction only by 
the victory of ^ocinlieia net only in Rusaia but also in the various countries 
throughout the world. Today, the latero ra and the oppressed people in Europe and 
all over the world, are working and gr oping their way towards Socialism, In the 
opposite camp, the capitalists cf the various nations, supported by the United 
JtsUu, are trying to adopt a mere effective ruling system - Fascism,. Unfortunately, 
at lie crucial moment, the Krerlin has chosen the middle path and formulated an 
empty Ideology of its own, called the *mn democracy” and is thus obstructing the 
advance of the peasants and workers of the world along the road of Socialism Today 
Stalin has attempted to make use of an cld instrument, the Cownunist International, 
by re-organizing it for traitorous purposas, Ae repeat here that in carder to save 
the Soviet union and the- world from another war catastrophe, and to lead a new 
world revolution of the proletariat to victory, we must all gather under the banner 
of the new International - the Fourth International, which alone is strictly
